The Board for Waste Management Facility Operators (Board) proposemal dsh
regulations to remove the $25 fee on returned checks and clarify that the fee fpthakin

licensure examination is paid to the third party vendor that administers the exam.

Result of Analysis

The benefits likely exceed the costs for all proposed changes.

Estimated Economic Impact

Current regulations set a returned check fee of $25 and an examination fee of $50 tha
subject to further charges by an outside vendor. Since returned check chargessaehyahe
Code of Virginia (§2.2-614.1 C), and since the current examination fee is $250 which is paid
directly to the vendor who administers the exam, the Board proposes to amend rggulator
language that covers these two fees. Specifically, the Board proposes to reefeecfor
returned checks from these regulations entirely and amend the languagelthaiittidicensure
examination so that mention of a specific dollar amount is removed and so that it ibati¢lais
fee is paid directly to the vendor. No entity is likely to incur any costs on accotlnasef
changes. Regulated entities, and other parties who may read these reguidtipasefit from

the proposed changes because they remove obsolete language that may cause confusion.
